“Unless Labor Conditions Change
Manufacturing Must Stop.”

RELATIVE TOFRISCO STRIKES

Claims His Company Lost Twoe Mil.
lion and Half On Three Battleship
Contracte—Infarior and Inefficient
Work He Objests To.

BAN FRANCIBCO, May 1~Charles
M. Bohwab, formor president of the
United States Steel Corporation and
president of the Carnegle Company
prioy to the organization of ths steel
corporation, heavily Interested In large
shipbullding works In the Bast, chief
owner of the Bethlehem Bteel Works
and the principal holder In Harlan and
Hollingadorth of Wilmington, Del,,
made o fylng trip to San Franclsco
yonterday, Mr, HSehwab In an interview
yenterday statod:

“Our concern will never take & bat-
tleship or any other Kind of a shlp to
be bullt fn San Francisco as long ax
the labor conditions are malntained as

at prosent. We loat $2,500,000 on the
last three battieships contracted for
and have lost more money In our

work in San Francisco than we have
made at our other works throughout
the differant party of the country, We
shall not take any work of any magni-
tude under the labor gonditions exlat-
ing In San Pranclsco,
soon anything llke it befors, anywhore.

"Wo have just compléted three bat-
tlaghips for the Unlted States governs
ment and we have lost 38,600,000 In
tha construction and this was chiefly
cnused by the condition of labor, When
wo took control of the Unlon Iron
Works Henry Scolt had already con-
tracted for these three ships and then
the men ware working ten hours a day,
but this dld not exist long before It
wan nine hours,

“It {8 not so much the time as It Is
gréatly bocause of thelr Inferlor and
ineMelont workmanship that we object,
s the same standard has not beon
malntained.

“1 want to state In the Interest of
youy great pity that unloss labor cone
ditlone change here all manufacturing
must stop, a8 no lving man would
dare bld on future contracts with your
labor organisations constantly rising
wages and reducing the hours of
hboh"

first attempt to resume the operation
of lts system by sending out Seven
passengey cars manned by botween 30
and 40 strikebreakeérs wearing the uni-
form of car Inspectors and each carry-
Ing & 38 ocalibre revolver strapped
around his walst, outside of his coatl.

The atart was made from the com-
pany’s barns at Turk and Flllmore
sireets were a crowd, variously estl-
mated at from %000 to 5000, men and
boys had congregated.

Twenty-saven policemen, five mount.
ed officers and several sergeants un-
Jer the command of Captaln Mooney
were on patrol guard, The appearance
of the cars on Flllmore streets from
which they were switched Into Turk
dtroet was the algnal for an Immensa
outburst of Jeers and hootd Before
the cars had gone a block, they were
made the targots for showars of slones
and bricks, In a few moments every
pane of glake Hhad been smashed and
sevoral of the armed operatives had
beott struck, cut and brulsed,

At Turk and Buchanan strésls an
especinlly force attack was made on
the foremost car. The guard op the
renr platform, anawerad the fying
stones  with plstol shots. A bullet
struck one of the unlon sympathizers
In the arm. This happening trans-
formed orowds Into & wild mob and
thence forward, for 12 blocks a pltohed
battlo was fought, the strikers and
thelr friends, alded by hundreéds of
youthful hoodlums, kept up a running
shower of misales, the guards on board
tha cars responded with fusillade after
fussllade of platol shots, slght mon ro-
celved bullet wounds, some which will
prove fatal, among those Injured be-
Ing & detective, sorgeant and a pairol-
man, finally a dosen of more of guards
were taken under arrest by the aquad

at the corner of Turk and Flllmore and
the deralled car shot onto the side-
walk, malming two men whose names

were not learned, In the stampede that
followed, scores of women and chil-
dren on the outskirts of the mob in
Flllmore street, werg huried to the
pavement and trampled upon. The ap-
pearance of the rellef squads sent to
reenforce Captaln Moony's men re-
sulted, nbout 4:80 o'clock, In a partial
dlapersing of the crowds,

A current is rumored that Superin-
tendent Chapman, who spent the fore-
noon and the early afternoon at the
Fillmore street barns, was se®n about
5 o'clock driving rapldly away on
(olden Qate avenus in an automoblile
that was dashed with blood, There 18
yet no confirmation of the rumor that
Chapman was wounded. At the Cen-
tral Emergency Hospital, at Golden
Gate avenue and Gough street, Is
gathered a large crowd of unlon men
and thelr friends walting eagerly for
the messagea that drift out from mo-
ment o moment from the bedaldes of
thelr wounded companions,

Practically all of the reserve f[orces
ni the varfous precinot stations have
been called out and are now patrolling
the nelghborhood of Fillmore and Turk
streets, where the greatest congestion
{s, It has not yet been learned wheth-
er the company proposes to make a
sooond attempt to run the oars to-

1 have ordered the
chisf of police to swear In more officers
it he finds It necessary. 1 have also
ordersd him to arrest anybody cérry-
ing wrms, concealed or otherwise, The
men who go out on the ears will not
be permitted to carry weapons. This
is the best way to mainiain peace.”

tion asking:

“On account of the Industrial dis-
turbances that exist In the oity, all of
those who have no business on the
sroets are to remaln &t home and
those who hve ta be on the strests are
directed not to congregate. Those who
are now out on a strike are earnestly
requested (o meintaln the dignity of
organlsed labor by discountenameing
Any acts of violence on the part of
thelr sympathizers.”

LIMITED HELD UP

North Coast Limited is Stopped
East of Butte,

THE ENGINEER IS KILLED

Every Effort Being Made to Appre-
hend Teain Robbers — Bloodhounds
To Be Ussd—Fourth Time In Three
Years That Robbery Was Attempted

BUTTE, Mont., May 7.—The North
Coast limited, the crack train on the
Northern Pacific, has just been held up
at Welch's Spur about 15 miles east
of this city and the engineer killed.
The sherift's office has been notified
of the robbery and officers are now
preparing to leave for the scene.. The
object of the robbers, It is presumed,
was to secure the contents of through
safe carrylng consignments of our-
rency from Seattle, Portland and
Spokane to eastern points. The blood.
hounds of the penitentiary will be
wired for. This ls the fourth time the
North Coast east-bound has been held
up In three years, The olhur. three
times thls train was robbed year Bear
Mouth about 80 miles west of here.
This morning’s holdup s near the
scens of the robbery of the Burling-
ton fiyer two years ago In a ssotion
of ¢ountry very rough and mountain-
o,

The two bandlts who thly morning
held up the North Coast limited at
Welch's Spur, murdering Engin®er
Frank Clow and wounding Flreman
Thomaa Sulllvan, thus far have man-
aged to elude about 15 officers scour-
ing the mountalns in the vicinity of the
holdap,

OmMcers rveturning tonight from tha
Spur state that the trall was lost by
the prison Jogs on the road leading to
Butte, where the bandits had sprinkled
a quantity of red pepper. The officers
have & number of spare hounds In re-
serve and early tomorrow morning the
hunt will resume.

The bellet Is that ths bandits are
making thelr way to Butte, if they are
not already within the city limits, Al
the passes leading from the divide
where the outlaws are supposed to be
hiding, Into Butte, are being closely
witched, as a stimulus to the eftorts

C. Davis, a carpenter " a fit of in-
sanily today shot and killed a family
of six persons, with whom he resided,

The dead ars:

ORSBON R. BUSH, aged 57, his wife
angd thely young son.

W. 8. BEAR, a carpenter, with rela~
tlves in St Louls and Denver.

M. E ZINTON. a surveyor, recent-
ly from New York

MRS, LILLIAN D. CAROTHERS, an
elderly woman, who boardel in the
house.

Davis and his victims all reside In
this house, which was conducted as &
boarding house by the Bush family.

Davie’ home was In' Farmervills,
near Visalla, this state, where hes has &
wife and six children. He bas been
working here as a carpenter since the
fire. - s

The shooting was done with a double
barrelled shotgun. Davis, wao alept In
the sams room with young Bush and
Beard ,arose shortly after § o'clock,
and after arming himself with the
gun, shot his two room-métes and then
visited each reom In turn, killing ths
occupants,

He fancied that the peopls in the
houss had formed a plot to kill dim
and take his money. The shots ate
tracted a large crowd and a rush was
made upon Davis as he was attempt=
ing to reload his wespon and he was
overpowered and turned over to the
police, by whom he was taken to the
dotentlon ward of the hospital. The
bodies of his victims were taken to
the morgue.

One lodger In the house ®¢caped. Sha
was & young girl of 17. Davis polnted
the gun at her and was prepared to
shoot when he sald she resembled his
daughter, so he spared her life.

After killlng Bush and Beard, the
manlae took a box of shells from &
ghell and walked down ths hallway,
whers he met Mys, Lilllan D, Caroth-
ers, an elderly worman, who had heard
the first two shots and had come t0
her doorway to find out what was the

matter, He shot her and with the
remalning shell killed Afrs. Orson
Bush,

M. E. Vinton, a government Surveys
or, who came here from New York,
was killed as he lay In bed,

Orson Bush, senlor, was a tallyman
In the employ of the Dieckman Lumi~
ber Company, and had got up early In
order to prepare his coffes before go-
ing to the mill, He heéard the shoot-
ing and rushed upstairs, whore he was
mot by Davis. The appearance of ths
hallway indicates that Bush made a
desperate fight for his life. His body
was found as It had fallen in the head
of the stalrs, Heventean-year-old
Annle Buah came running into the
hallway, and was met by Davis, his
